April presentation 

Brad Karoleff, editor of the John Reich Journal, 
Coin World columnist and ANA 2013 coin dealer of 
the year, talked about collecting Bust coins by die 
marriage. 

He said he started collecting by die marriage “be¬ 
cause you get tired of collecting by date.” 

Karoleff, who has been collecting Bust coins by die 
marriage since 1978, said he has acquired 442 of 453 
known Bust half dollar die marriages. 

Bust halves, he noted, tend to be in nice condition 
because many were used as bank reserves in the early 
1800s and tended not to circulate. 


Overdates, he said, are also common in early U.S. 
coins because die steel was too valuable to waste. 
“That’s the most valuable thing they have at the Mint. 
Die steel was more valuable than silver.”
